In this State there aie a lakh and nmety thou md handlo ims 
on which neatly 3 lakhs of wotketa men and women ivoik 
Added to this a similai number of dependiiits aie theie ihus 
all put together sue lakha of people men women md ehilihcn 
depend upon this mdustiy Compared to this the textile mills 
forming pait of a large mdustty employ only fouitcen thousind 
WDikers These fomteen thousand woikeis compiise ol dtftc 
tent categories— spinners weavers and also ineilliaiy staff hke 
clerks watchmen and so on 

The Planning Commission while enunciating the Stale Pohey 
has deail) mentioned that the State Pohey ofvilhge induatucs 
should be that wheievei large scale indushy competes with eoUage 
industry an appiopoiiate course to adopt would be to Uy md for 
mulate a common production progiamme One of the impoi 
tant factors that should be consideied in diawmg up this common 
production programme is leoervation of aphuoa of production 
The common pi eduction piogiamme neccsaaiily implies a measure 
of contiol by the Government especially on the orgamaiUonal 
side of the mdustty The leaervabon of spheies has iTieady been 
effected on a small scale between organised textile mdustiy and 
^d loom weavers In view of the employment which has 
become i feuly constant featuie of the hand loom mdustiy thcie 
18 scope for the extension of lius pimciple 

, Our rwlution is m conformity with the pimctple enunciated 
by the Pla^g Commission that a common pioduction piogm 
jnme should be drawn up for the large scale and village mduaUy 
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and to achieve that purpose i^ilc dnwing up that progiarnme 
I submit a mca<mre of control la necessary Our present leso 
lution conforms to that pimciple and suggests and recommends 
to the Govemment of Incua to leacrvc certain patterns to the hand 

Without ftoing into detail about the conditions that aie obtaln- 
ing all ovei India I would like to tell somethmg about the Hyder- 
atad aituahon which icveila veiy thicitcnmg picture H^eiabad 
la the thud biggcat m cotton pioduction in India All the cotton 
that 18 pioduccd m Ilydciabad is not consumed In 19a 52 
cotton to the value of 15 aoies 19 lakhs has been ei^rt^ and 
m letuin what did wc impoit ? We imported cloth worth 14 
croies and 60 lakhs and yam woitha croies and 88 lakhs of rupees 
IhiB clcaily icveals that while we ei^rt employment we are 
nnpoiling unemployment If these figures are scrutuused it 
wiu be cleai tli it the taw mateiial which could have been very 
piofitably utihaed here is being exported and cloth which could 
nave been easily manufactured hete is bemg imported 

That shows that there has not been plannmg to connect pro 
perly the law miteiial uid the manufactured goods Not that 
there is no sufficient man powei to consume this cotton, not 
that then is no demand foi cloth but the law material hasbeen left 
m the hands of piofit m ikcra who make many by exportingcott on 
Sunilarly the cloth which could have been produced by the hands 
loom weavers was bemg produced by the big nulls m India Thi- 
has been the unfortunate situation If the nght type of mdustnal 
pohCT IS to bo evolved and if this raw matenal that is available in 
this State is to be profitably conveitcd mto finished goods it is very 
neoeasaiy m the first place that the textile mdustry should evolved 
a common piogiamme of pioducbon 

In the yeai 1949 the Govemment of India allowed a leserra 
tion of certain items to the handlooms Iheae items mcluded 
saices with bordeis exoecdmg a in width and also saieeswith 
aan 01 gold colom or silk yam m the borders Also aarees which 
have got silk yam m their body were reserved for the handloom 
mdustry I hat means the Mills were prohibited from manuik- 
clunng these types of saices Dhothies the borders of which 
would exceed i also wete not to be manu&ctured by the nulls 
Some other items like Lungies Dustais Towels etc were also 
reserved for handloom weaving But experience has shown that 
the mills could produce cloth irf eunilai width and get them dyed, 
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pnnted and coloured outside Also doth of the s-une vndth 
of dboUes was being manufiactured m the mills and 
the borders were bemg supplied fiom outeide This sort 
of by passing has taken place and the advantage which 
should have accrued to the bandloom mdusbica did not really 
acctue There is a criticism that if this monufictuie of sareea 
and dhothies below 80 counts is left to the handloom mdustry 
then It will not be able to pioduce enough stocks But if satistica 
are considered the oapaa^ to produce in the handloom industry 
IS so much that it can produce not only foi India but even for 
export The yam sup^y hitherto has been so meagre that no 
loom vrotked tor mom than lo days If every loom workes for a 
month of 24 woiking days with a day of 8 hsuts it can pioduce 
easily too to lao yaids of doth So the fear that is e^reated 
that if these two patterns are reserved for the handloom 
they COOT fa 1 to supply siiffiaently to the conaumei is not justified 
HyderaMd having such an important place m the production of 
cotton and also havmg 1 90 000 looms will be very auccesafol 
if production is 80 planned that the textile industiy will not be 
conpetitive complementary Aa a matter of fact experts mthe 
mdustnal sector advise tlutthelarge scalemdustiy diould be uti 
Used to manufacture semi finished goods Thefinei finish 01 the 
fuller finish should be left to the craftsmen The large scale mdustry 
has a great handicap m not bemg able to change the pattern aa 
as and when it hkea or as and when the market demands It has 
only this advantage of tak ng to mass production of a paibcular 
pattern If that pattern has to be changed it needs lot of disb 
cation The advantage the handloom mdustry has is that 
as and when the market demands a change m the pattern 
It can eas ly adjust itself Senou finished goods like yam are 
piodicera commodities There ate three types of commodities 
ore 18 the oonsumera commodities the other is the producers 
cnm-ncdties and the third is the aaf goods It will be 
advintageoua or it will be economical for thelarge sale mdustry to 
produce producers goods like yam metal aheeta etc If brass 
heetB are manufactured by lar^ scale mdustnea the craftsmen 
the metal workers will be able to convert them into vessels or 
mto BacM ether finished goods In thia connection if ihe lorw 
scale mdustnea confine themaelyea to produemg yam the hand 
Irom weavers are there to convert it into a finished product 
This sort of CO ordinatiOD or int^ration la necessary If wciving 
18 taken on a large scale by the mills while unemploymg lakhs 
of en It will lead ua to such a catastrophe whi£ we will not 
be able to face aj crores of rupees baye been invested m the 
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textile mduBtrf in the at-ite and after investing zj croies of lupees 
we could not piovido employment to moie thin 14 thousand 
people taking it foi gi anted thit we are cipible of expmd ng 
this mdustiy md putUng m mote cipitil Is it possible to lehabi 
htate 6 lakhs of weiveis m the urban iieas Ii my opmion 
It IS a stupendous task and it is not 1 thing worth wbule t ying 
The uiban ireia 'ire ilreidy oveiaowded 1 id the other pioblema 
that spnng ujp are hoi sing water supply raedic-U nd etc 
Many such d mcultiea hive to be conf onted md we aie alieady 
confrontiDg some Disphcing this runl populibon and making 
them mardi to urbm aieia md miking then hves nuseiable is 
not a thing which we lie v suilising The criftsmen should be 
allowed to be m the village Indii is a lind of villages Urban 
isation does not mean that the za thousand villages m Hyderabad 
ahoidd be completely dislocated and all the people should be 
brought togethci into two dozen or 1 dozen places That is 
not nrbimsition md that is not whit we are liying to do Just 
for the sake of electnaty for the sake of the cmemi the newspa 
per or the radio the vulagei need not much to the town We 
wU hive to tirry electnaty newspipei md the ladio to his hut 
That should be the piocesa Im]wvenshing the woikei tbiough 
making him unemployed in the mlage md mikmg him mitra 
to the uiban areis will be a vnong economic pohey Theie are 
some who say thit the hmdloom mdustiy is 1 subsidiiiy industty 
and therefbie the handloom worker can afford to be an igncul 
tural worker But the ban Members know that Imd is dieidy 
over populited 68% of the population m the state live 
on land Our endeavour should be to divert a portion of the 
population to othei occupations So it is no good irgumg that

Shn V B Rigu I could gel the figure foi the whole of Indis 
but 1 coyld not get it for ^deiabad For the whole of India 
theie are 28 lakhs of handhroms producing iSoo million yards 
of Dhoties and Satees This is the figure I could get on sn 
all India basis I could not get the figure perUinmg to the mills 
regarding their percentages of Dhoties snd Saieet snd other 
patterns

The large scale industiy is trying to oust the h mdloom ir

woiking It 1 cheipoi iitc The yiin that is being supplied to 
the hindloom wcaveis hi to go through i puticuhi piocess 
which IS miking m iddihonil charge on the coat The nulla

the Government knows it is countries like Egypt that can supply 
this type of cotton and we arc not awaie whethei Egypt Wls 
within Steihng Dollar area 01 any othei aiea 


Then the second paitofthe amendment 18 that yam pioduced 
in our countiy being shoit of our own needs should onno accoi nt 
be expoited Aa a mattei of fact veiy litdo qi antity of yam is 
being expoited If there is any expoit it is foi the leoaon that the 
weaveia have foiled to hft it So this also is not necessaiy since 
the Government fully lealise tl at local needs come fiiat and then 
only can any expoit be allowed 

The third pait is that the Government should help to clear 
the accumula^ stocks by purcla ng its needs foi mihtaiy 
pohee and postal depoitmcnts and supplying mumcipid 
employees throigh Coipoialon M mapahties etc etc For 
the moiketing of handloom products of Pm chasing Board 
be constituted etc etc In this connection I might stale 
that a memoiandum has been submitted by the Central 
Weaveis Organisation and the Gove nment has aheady assured 
them that whaltevei concess one possible wo ild be given to the 
weaveis and as the hon Members know the Government 
have constituted 8 handloom Board— ^d there may be State Boards 
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too— and it la under the consideiiUon of the Govcinincnt to 
form a aiimlai Boaid here So when the Govcinmcnt is iLcady 
conaideiing the demands of the CenUil Wcivcis Oignmsition 
an amendment of this type is not neccei^y

If the puce of cotton is reduced it is the cultivatoi who sufleis 
So it will not be possible to isolate yam and reduce its puce, while 
the puce of othei commodities aic at such a high level The 
demand at the moment is not foi the reduction in the cost of yam 
as such but m tlic dispusU of the accumulated stocks and m the
